nounced yesterday by the Tax 
Commission, no county’s total as¬ 
sessment will be allowed to be 
below the statewide average of 
30 percent Sythe estimated mar¬ 
ket value. V 

Real estii^l, assessments last 
year ranged lanm 17 percent of 
fair market value to approxi¬ 
mately 57 percent, according to 
Revenue Department figures. 

Commission Chairman Robert 
H. Allphin said the 30 percent 
figure on realty will apply to 
both real estate and personal 
property. He described it as a 
floor under which no county’s 
property assessment' will be al¬ 
lowed to drop. The commission 
will step in where counties fail, 
-~>n their own, to raise assessments 
to the 30 percent level. 

The step was described as be¬ 
ing toward fairer equalization of 
property assessments throughout 
the sute. 

Counties whose percentages 
were below the 30 percent floor 
last year on farm acreages and 
town lots in a tentative tabula¬ 
tion include: Morgan, Montgom¬ 
ery, Breathitt, Magoffin, Martin, 
Menifee and Floyd.
